CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION 

OF THE 

HARVARD CLUB OF NEW YORK CITY. 



Know all men by these presents, that we, Edmund 
Wetmore, Edward King, Charles C. Beaman, Edward L. 
Parris, T. Frank. Brownell, Nathaniel A. Prentiss, G. S. 
Greene, Jr., J. W. Hawes, A. K. Fiske, Clement Cleveland, 
William Montgomery, Jr., Nathaniel S. Smith, Camillus G. 
Kidder, William S. Seamans, Eugene D. Hawkins, W. A. 
Purrington and Samuel H. Ordway, all citizens of the 
United States, a majority of whom are also citizens of the 
State of New York, being desirous of forming ourselves 
into a society or club for social purposes, under the pro- 
visions of Chapter 267 of the Laws of the State of New 
York, of the year 1875, and the acts amending the same, do 
hereby certify as follows : 

I. The name or title by which the society or club into 
which we desire to form ourselves as aforesaid, shall be 
known in law, shall be the ** Harvard Club of New York 
City/' 



lO CERTIFICATE OF INCORPORATION. 

II. The particular business and object of such society or 
club shall be to promote social intercourse among ourselves 
and others, our associates and successors, who are to be 
persons who have been connected with Harvard University 
as students or instructors, or who have received honorary 
degrees therefrom, and for that purpose to establish and 
maintain in the City and County of New York, for the use 
of ourselves and such others above mentioned, a club 
house, having a library, a reading room, a gallery of art, 
and such other appurtenances and belongings as are usual 
in clubs and club houses. 

III. The number of trustees, directors or managers to 
manage the said society or club house shall be nineteen. 

IV. The names of the trustees, directors or managers of 
said society or club for the first year of its existence are 
Edmund Wetmore, Edward King, Francis M. Weld, Charles 
C. Beaman, William E. Worthen, Edward L. Parris, T. 
Frank. Brownell, G. S. Greene, Jr., J. W. Hawes, A. K. 
Fiske, Clement Cleveland, William Montgomery, Jr., 
Nathaniel S. Smith, Nathaniel A. Prentiss, Camillus G. 
Kidder, Eugene D. Hawkins, William S. Seamans, William 
A. Purrington and Samuel H. Ordway.

CONSTITUTION. 



Adopted April 19, 1887. 



Article I. 
This Club shall be perpetual. 

Article II. 

This Constitution may be altered or amended by a two- 
thirds vote of the members present at two successive regular 
meetings ; provided^ however, that this article shall not apply 
to, or authorize any amendment, alteration, or repeal of 
Article I. 



BY-LAWS, 

I. 

NAME. 

This Club is incorporated for social purposes, and its 
corporate name is the Harvard Club of New York City. 

II. 

OFFICERS. 

The officers of the Club shall be a President, a Vice- 
President, a Secretary and a Treasurer. They shall be 
ex'officio members of the Board of Managers, and shatl hold 
like offices in that Board. They shall be elected by ballot 
at the annual meeting of the Club in each year, and shall 
hold office for one year thereafter and until their successors 
are elected. 

III. 

PRESIDENT. 

The President, and in his absence the Vice-President, 
shall preside at the meetings of the Club and of the Board 
of Managers. In the event of their absence, a meeting of 
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the Club or of the Board of Managers may elect its presid- 
ing officers. The President shall, with the Secretary, sign 
all written contracts and obligations of the Club, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Board of Managers or the 
Club may assign him. 

IV. 

TREASURER. 

The Treasurer shall collect all entrance fees and all dues 
and shall keep the accounts of the Club, and report thereon 
at each regular meeting of the Board of Managers. His 
accounts shall be audited by the Auditing Committee semi- 
annually. He shall pay all bills on the certificate of their 
correctness by the House Committee. He shall notify per- 
sons elected to membership of their election. 

V. 

SECFETARY. 

The Secretary shall give notice of all meetings of the 
Club and of the Board of Managers, and shall keep minutes 
of such meetings. He shall conduct the correspondence 
and keep the records of the Club and of the Board of 
Managers. He shall furnish to the Treasurer the names of 
all persons elected to membership, and shall be the keeper 
of the seal of the Club. 
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VI. 
BOARD OF MANAGERS. 

1. There shall be a Board of Managers to consist of nine- 
teen members. They shall have general charge, manage- 
ment and control of the affairs, funds and property of the 
Club, and shall authorize and control all expenditures. 
They shall have full power, and it shall be their duty, to 
carry out the purposes of the Club according to the law and 
as provided in these By-Laws. 

2. Fifteen members with the President, Vice-President, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Club shall constitute the 
Board of Managers. The fifteen members shall be divided 
into three classes of five each ; the term of office of each 
class shall be three years. 

At each Annual Meeting of the Club, five members to 
replace the class which has held the office longest shall be 
elected to the Board by ballot. In such elections a majority 
of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect. Vacancies 
which shall occur in aay class shall be filled by the Board. 

3. Members of the Board shall hold office during the term 
for which they are elected and until their successors are 
chosen. 

4. The Board shall submit at each annual meeting a 
general report of the affairs of the Club, with an estimate 
for the ensuing year, which shall be printed and distributed

ANNUAL DINNER. 

The Annual Dinner of the Qab shall take place on the 
2 lit day of February, or on the nearest practicable day. 

IX. 

COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. — ^ELECTION OF ITS MEMBERS. 

I, There shall be a Committee on Admissions to consist 
of twenty-one members. Not more than two persons who 
•hall have been members of the same class in any department 
of Harvard University shall be members of this Committee 
at the same time. 

3. The twenty-one members of this Committee shall be 
divided into three classes of seven each. The term of 
oflSce of each class shall be three years, and until their 
iuccessors are elected. The seven members to replace the 
outgoing class shall be elected in each year by the Club, by

ballot, at its annual meeting. A majority of the votes cast 
at such elections shall be necessary to elect. 

3. Vacancies which shall occur in any class shall be filled 
by the Committee. 

4. The Committee shall have power to elect members after 
a list of candidates shall have been sent to each Resident 
member of the Club at least ten days before the names are 
to be acted upon, and shall meet at least once a month, ex- 
cept during the months of July and August. Special meet- 
ings may be called by order of the Chairman or of seven 
members of the Committee. 

5. No member of the Board of Managers shall be a mem- 
ber of this Committee. 

6. No member of this Committee shall propose or second 
a candidate for membership. 

7. The proceedings of this Committee shall be secret and 
confidential. 

8. A majority of the votes cast shall be necessary to elect. 
Seven members shall constitute a quorum, and two negative 
votes shall be a rejection of a candidate. 

9. The names of this Committee shall remain posted in a 
conspicuous place in the rooms of the Club. 

10. An absence on the part of a member of this Com- 
mittee from three consecutive regular meetings thereof, 
without satisfactory reasons beiqg given, shall be deemed a 
resignation therefrom.

X. 

NOMINATING COMMITTEE. 

At the monthly meeting of the Club to be held in March 
in each year, the Chair shall appoint a Nominating Com- 
mittee of five members, whose names shall be forthwith 
posted in the rooms of the Club. They shall report at the 
next monthly meeting the names of candidates for office to 
be voted for at the next annual meeting. The names of 
candidates so reported shall be forthwith posted in a like 
manner. 

XI. 

QUALIFICATIONS FOR MEMBERSHIP. 

Any person who has received a degree from Harvard 
University, or who, being twenty-one years of age and up- 
wards, has been connected with any department of Harvard 
University as a student or instructor for at least one year, 
shall be eligible to membership. But no student in any 
department of the University shall be eligible unless he 
shall have already received a degree from the University. 

XII. 

ELECTION OF NEW MEMBERS.* 

I. Before any candidate for membership in the Club shall 
be balloted upon, he must have been duly proposed by a

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member and seconded by one or more members, in manner 
as follows, and the following requirements must have been 
fully complied with : 

The name, department of University, class, length of stay 
in the University, the nature of the candidacy — whether 
for resident or non-resident membership — together with the 
occupation, residence and address of the candidate, and the 
names of his proposer and seconder, or seconders, must 
have been entered, with the date of such entry, in a book 
provided by the Club for this purpose — which book must be 
kept in some open and accessible place in the Club rooms. 

The signing of the proposer's name by the seconder, or 
vice verstty or by any third person, shall not be deemed a 
compliance with the provisions of this article, except that 
the entry may be made by the Secretary of the Committee on 
Admissions acting on the written request of said proposer 
and seconder, or of either of them in his own behalf. 

2. After the above mentioned requirements shall have 
been fully complied with, the name of the candidate, his 
class in the University, and place of residence, together with 
the names of his proposer and seconder, shall be posted in 
a conspicuous place in the Club rooms at least two weeks 
before the meeting of the Committee on Admissions, and 
having been so posted, for such period, the name of the 
candidate shall come before the Committee on Admissions 
for action thereon at its next regular meeting. 
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XIII. 
NON-RESIDENT MEMBERS. 

1. Persons eligible for membership under these By-Laws 
not residing or having a place of business in the city of 
New York or the city of Brooklyn, may be elected as non- 
resident members. They shall pay full entrance fees. 

2. Any non-resident member who shall change his resi- 
dence or place of business to the city of New York or the 
city of Brooklyn, shall become a resident member and shall 
forthwith notify the Treasurer in writing of such change. 

3. No non-resident member shall be entitled to vote at 
any meeting of the Club, or to hold office in the Club. 

4. Any resident member who removes his residence and 
place of business from the cities of New York and Brooklyn, 
shall, on written notice of such removal to the Treasurer, 
become a non-resident member. 

XIV. 

ENTRANCE FEES. 

1. The entrance fee shall be ten dollars. 

2. Candidates elected shall become members of the Club 
only upon the payment by them of the entrance fee and of 
the dues for the current fiscal year ; except that candidates 
elected after the first of November, in any year, shall pay 
only half the annual dues in addition to the entrance fee- 
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The election of any candidate shall be void if he shall fail 
to pay such entrance fee and dues within sixty days after 
notice of his election is mailed addressed to him at the place 
given as his residence by his proposer. 

XV. 

DUES. 

1. The annual dues shall be twenty dollars for resident 
members who have been five years out of the University 
and ten dollars for all others and for non-resident members. 
In construing this paragraph, the five years shall be deemed 
to have elapsed at the end of the fiscal year next preceding 
the expiration of such five years. 

2. The fiscal year of the Club shall begin on the first day 
of May. 

3. Dues shall be payable in advance on the first day of 
May in each year for the fiscal year then beginning. 

4. Notice of dues shall be sent by the Treasurer to each 
member of the Club during the month of April in each year. 
If the dues of any member shall remain unpaid on the first 
day of the following October, the Treasurer shall cause him 
to be notified that unless the same shall be paid on or before 
the first day of the following November, his membership 
shall cease, and if such dues shall remain unpaid on the first 
day of such November, his membership shall cease, and he 
shall be eligible to re-election only upon the payment of the 
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dues for which he was in default in addition to the regular 
entrance fee. But such member may be re-instated to 
membership by the Board of Managers upon his presenting 
to the Board a satisfactory excuse for his default and paying 
such arrears. 

5. Resident members who intend to be absent from the 
country for one or more Club years, may, on giving previous 
written notice to the Treasurer, pay non-resident dues only 
for the period of such absence. 

XVI. 

RESIGNATIONS. 

Resignations of membership shall be made to the Secre- 
tary in writing. No resignation shall be accepted unless 
all the arrears of dues owing by the member resigning shall 

be paid. 

XVII. 

EXPULSION. 

Any member may be suspended or expelled for cause, by 
a vote of three-fourths of all the members of the Board of 
Managers ; one month's previous notice in writing having 
been given to the member, with a copy of the charges pre- 
ferred against him. 

XVIII. 

GAMBLING. 

No betting or card playing for stakes shall be allowed in 
the Club rooms. 
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XIX. 

RULES. 

The Board of Managers shall prepare and enforce rules 
regulating the use of the Club House by the members. The 
Board shall also prescribe rules for the admission of 
» strangers to the privileges of the Club. 

XX. 

APPOINTMENT OF HOUSE AND AUDITING COMMITTEES. 

The Board of Managers shall appoint, from its own mem- 
bers, or from the Club at large, a House Committee and an 
Auditing Committee, each to be a Standing Committee for 
the current official year. 

XXI. 

HOUSE COMMITTEE. 

r 

The House Committee, subject to the direction and con- 
trol of the Board of Managers, shall have charge of the Club 
House. They shall appoint and remove employ<6s, receive 
the complaints of the members, and report upon them to 
the Board of Managers. They shall from time to time 
procure such articles as may be necessary for the use or 
convenience of members, but they shall incur no indebted- 
ness except such as shall be authorized by the Board of 
Managers. 
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XXII. 

AUDITING COMMITTEE. 

The Auditing Committee shall audit the accounts of the 
Treasurer semi-annually, and report to the Board of Man- 
agers the accounts audited and allowed since their previous 
report. They may also act as a Finance Committee, with 
such duties and powers as the Board of Managers may 
prescribe. 

XXIII. 

RULES OF COUNCIL AND COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. 

The Board of Managers and Committee on Admissions 
shall each have power to make rules for its government, 
and to prescribe and enforce penalties for the violation of 
such rules. 

XXIV. 

COMMITTEE ON LITERATURE AND ART. 

The Board of Managers shall appoint a Committee on 
Literature and Art. This Committee, under direction of 
the Board of Managers, shall have charge of the Reading 
Room, and of all books, papers and works of art belonging 
to the Club, and shall have power to solicit and receive 
donations, and to select and purchase all books, periodicals 
and works of art for the Club. They shall incur no indebt- 
edness except such as shall be authorized by the Board 
of Managers. 
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XXV. 

NOTICE TO MEMBERS. 

Any member may enter in a book, to be kept at the Club 
House, a mail address to which all notices to be sent to him 
under the By-Laws or Rules shall be directed. 

In default of such entry, such notices shall be served by 
mailing them addressed to him at the place given as his 
residence by his proposer. 

XXVI. 

AMENDMENTS. 

These By-Laws may be amended at any regular meeting 
of the Club by a vote of two thirds of the members present. 
Notices of proposed amendments shall be furnished to the 
Secretary and posted in the Club rooms at least twenty days 
before the meeting at which it is proposed to consider them, 
and the Secretary shall cause such notices to be printed, 
and sent to each member at least ten days before such 
meeting. 



HOUSE RULES. 



I. 

The Club House shall be opened at 8 o'clock a. m., and 
shall be closed at 12.30 o'clock a. m., except on the even- 
ings when meetings of the Club shall be held. Members 
shall not be admitted to the Club House after 12.30 
o'clock A. M. Members remaining after i o^clock a. m., 
except on Club nights, shall pay a charge each of fifty 
cents per hour. 

II. 

The Card Room shall be closed from 12 o'clock on Sat- 
urday nights until 8 o'clock on Monday mornings. 

III. 

The Tariff and Regulations for the use of the Billiard and 
Card Rooms shall be under the control of the House 
Committee. 

IV. 

Private dinners may be served in the Club to members 
and their guests under the control and at the discretion of 
the House Committee. 
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V. 

The Committee on Literature and Art shall have charge 
of the Reading Room and Library, and shall make the 
proper regulations for the general convenience of members. 



VL 

No newspapers, magazines, books, or other articles, the 
property of the Club, shall be removed from the Club 
House. 

VII. 

Newspapers, magazines and books belonging to the Club 
shall not be cut, marked or otherwise injured. 



VIIL 

No member or visitor shall give, under any pretense 
whatsoever, money or any gratuity to any person employed 
in the Club. 

IX. 

Members shall not send the servants out of the Club 
House. 
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X. 

Members introducing guests shall be responsible for 
them. 

XI. 

On the first day of each month, or as soon thereafter as 
may be practicable, a notice of the amount of his indebted- 
ness shall be sent to each member in arrears on the last day 
of the preceding month. If such indebtedness be not paid 
on or before the fifteenth day of the month, the name of the 
member, together with the amount due, shall be posted in 
the Club, and such member shall be refused further credit, 
until his indebtedness be discharged. 

XII. 

All requests and complaints shall be made in writing, 
signed, addressed to the House Committee and deposited in 
the locked box provided for that purpose. 

XIII. 
Dogs shall not be allowed in the Club House. 



RULES. 



For the Admission of Visitors to the Privileges of 
THE Club. 



I. 

Any person not residing or having a place of business in 
the city of New York or the city of Brooklyn, may, on 
introduction by a member, enjoy the privileges of the Club 
for a period not exceeding two weeks. 

Any person residing or having a place of business in the 
city of New York or the city of Brooklyn, may, on invita- 
tion by a member, enter the Club as a visitor with such 
member and pass any part of the day or evening in the 
Club in company with him. 

No member shall have more than two such guests at any 
one time. 

II. 

Presidents and professors in Colleges or Universities not 
in the city of New York or the city of Brooklyn, strangers 
of distinction and distinguished Americans residing abroad, 
may be admitted to the privileges of the Club, for not 
more than two weeks, upon the invitation of the House 
Committee. 
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III. 

The Board of Managers shall have the power to admit 
persons to the privileges of the Club for such period as 
they may prescribe, subject to the power of the Board to 
withdraw such privilege at any time in their discretion. 

IV. 

The name and residence of each visitor introduced under 
any of these Rules, with the name of the member introduc- 
ing him, and the date of the introduction, shall, at the time 
of introduction, be entered in a book provided for that 
purpose. 

Admission to the Club, except to the private dining 
rooms, is restricted to members and visitors introduced 
under these rules, and persons having business connected 
with the Club. 

V. 

Visitors shall not give entertainments in the Club. They 
shall not be present at any meetings of the Club. 

VI. 

The privileges of any visitor under these Rules, except 
Rule III., may be terminated at any time in the discretion 
of the House Committee. 



RULES OF THE COMMITTEE ON ADMISSIONS. 

I. — The proposer, and at least one seconder, of a candi- 
date for membership in the Club, are required to send to 
the Committee on Admissions, a letter of recommendation 
vouching for the candidate, and stating the length of time 
the writer has known him, his profession or occupation 
since leaving the University, and such facts bearing on his 
qualifications for membership, as such proposer or seconder 
may deem proper. 

Until the receipt of such letters the Committee will not 
pass favorably upon the name of any candidate. 

II. — In case such letters, or either of them, shall not have 
been received by the Committee before the first meeting at 
which the name of the candidate could otherwise come 
before it for action thereon, it shall be the duty of the 
Secretary of the Committee to notify the member or mem- 
bers, from whom such letter or letters are due, of this 
requirement, and if such letter or letters shall not have 
been received before the next regular meeting of the Com- 
mittee thereafter, the name of such candidate shall be 
deemed to have been withdrawn, and will be dropped from 
the list of candidates.
